I estimate an increase in national income of 
$9 billions for 1942, thus bringing it up to $95 billions 
compared with $76 billions in 1940 and $86 billions in 
19/11 In forecasting this national income for. 1942, I am 
taking into account' probable increases in prices and 
wages. These figures do not mean that more goods will 
be ^loduced; in fact 1942 will show a decline in the 
real wealth of America. 


Unfortunately, the increase in the industrial produc- 


tion will be in the defense industries. Nineteen-forty two 
will show considerable decline in the non-defense indus- 
tries. It is well for my friend Odium and others to talk 
about shifting over manufacturers of lawn mowers to 
mniving battle tanks.

dens. At present prices this means 
an Increase of $227,500 
on those 
product* alone. 


Cotton Production. 
Cotton production In thl* county 


has averaged 32,711 bales per year 
since 1935, Including the small crop 
of 1941. With the allotted acreage 
of 1942 about the same as in the 
past few years a considerable In- 
crease In production can reason- 
ably be expected. The county sel- 
dom has two successive low pro- 
ductive years: There 
will 
be a 
slight Increase , In'the acreage in 
corn while oats, hay and other feed 
crops will be about the same. Pro- 
duction In all these was also be- 
low normal In 1941 due to the ex- 
cessive rains during the prepara- 
tion and planting periods.

The cotton production 
in 1941 
was the smallest since 1900, records 
kept by the Dally Sun show. The 
next smallest wa* In 1903 when 
36,928 bales 
were produced, 
but 


this was on the full acreage indi- 
cating a much lower yield per acre. 
The highest production was 113,- 
254 bales In 1911 and the next high- 
est wa* 111,300 bales in 1912. In 
1920 
the production wa* 
105,675 


bales and In 1913 the county pro- 
duced 102,212 bales. The average 
yearly 
production 
from 1900 


through 1934 was 
75,810 bales. 


Since then the average ha* been 
52,711 bales. 
.Rainfall in 1941 was 44.04 Inches 
as compared with, 61.88 in 1940. 
Most of the rain last year fell dur- 
ing the early, spring delaying plant- 
ing and damaging those crops al- 
ready planted.

My assistants and I have 


served you wherever possible with-

I havo endeavored to enforce the 


liquor laws as effectively as pos- 
sible. 
The law provides for the 


assistance of tho Attorney Gener- 
al's office In securing injunctions 
in the district court against 
de- 


fendants who violate the prohibi- 
tion laws. 
I have requested and 


secured able and sincere coopera- 
tion from the Attorney General's 
office. Wo have secured a number 
of injunctions. Those enjoined have 
been apprehended in only one vio- 
lation of an Injunction and in that 
case our District Judge, after a con- 
test, hold that such an injunction 
applies to the defendant anywhere ] 
In tho county and assessed a pen-1 
ally of One Hundred Dollars and 
three days In jail for contempt. I 
shall continue to secure Injunctions 
and to press 
contempt 
charges i 


where defendants enjoined contln-' 
no to violate the law, I have also i 
secured convictions In a number o f ' 
prohibition cases in the County: 
Court as a result of the splendid co- 
operation of the jurors. I shall con- 
tinue to push tryable cases in that 
court. I have encouraged the of- 
ficers to file all cases involving 
prohibition violations, even though 
the evidence in many of them has 
obviously been insufficient to se- 
cure a conviction, In order to glvo 
the boot-leggers as much trouble 
as possible in employing lawyers 
and making bonds. I shall contin- 
ue to sincerely and honestly try 
to keep down the sale 
of Intoxi- 


cants in Navarro County as effec- 
tively as possible, 
and 
realizing 


that public opinion and the atti- 
tudes of our jurors have a great 
deal to do with the results secured, 
I respectfully request tho cooper- 
ation of all persons, whether wet 
or dry, In enforcing this law, which 
is the law by direct vote of the peo- 
ple, as 
well as in 
enforcing all 


other laws. There havo boon no 
pay-offs In the District Attorney's 
office and there will never be as 
long as I am your servant. 


I have learned a great deal dur- 


ing the past three years as your 
District Attorney about how to ob- 
tain results in the 
cases 
which 


arise. If the people 
of Navarro 


County see fit to give me the op- 
portunity to make use of the ex- 
perience which I have had by re- 
taining me as your District Attor- 
ney and as your servant, I pledge 
myself to continue to give you an 
honest and sincere administration. 
I am deeply indebted to you for 
your past favors and I shall great- 
ly appreciate your continued sup- 
port.

number of new automobile tires 
and tubes available for civilian use 
to about one-eleventh of the num- 
ber sold In pre-war months were 
Imposed today In every county in 
the United States. 


Sales 
throughout 
the 
United- 
States and Its territories were lim- 
ited to 357,000 new tires In January 
as compared 
with 
the 
normal 


monthly consumption of 4,000,000. 
Set up on a county-by-county basis, 
the January quotas range from 105 
tires in Alaska to 36,680 In Texas. 
They prohibit some counties from 
selling more than one new tire for 
a passenger automobile and limit 
hundreds to ten or less. 


Price Administrator Leon Hen- 


derson said he hoped future quotas 
could be increased, but explained 
that any change would depend on 
the military situation and future 
demands of the allied armed forces. 


Maximum sales of 114,191 tires 


for passenger 
cars, 
motorcycles 


and light trucks and 242,783 for 
heavier trucks and buses are per- 
mitted under the January quotas. 
The tires are to be allotted by local 
rationing boards to persons able 
to prove eligibility under 
strict 


OPA requirements, and boards are 
prohibited from 
rationing 
more 


than 25 per cent of the month's 
total each week. 


The OPA set aside two per cent 


of the total available supply of 
new tires to make whatever adjust- 
ments may 
be necessary 
in the 


state quotas. Similarly, eight per 
cent of the allotment of tires to 
each state was set aside as a state 
reserve 
to make 
readjustments 
among local boards.
